2. Motion to authorize the renewal of Primary Flood Insurance coverage for the 
Franklin Administration, Loft and Warehouse buildings with the Wright National 
Insurance Company through the Eagan Agency at a total cost of $3,148 for a one-
year period commencing on July 21, 2014. 

3. Motion to authorize the renewal of Excess Flood Insurance coverage for the 
Franklin Warehouse Building ($1 million Building and $1 million Contents) with the 
Lexington Insurance Company through the Eagan Agency at a total estimated cost 
of $16,075.50 for one-year period commencing on July 29, 2014. 
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4. Motion to authorize the creation of a new bank account by the O.L.D. and the 
annual deposit of funds into that account in amounts estimated by management and 
further approved by the Board, beginning with a deposit of $2 million in this fiscal 
year, or as soon as practical, to fund significant periodic maintenance of the 
complex marine structures. 

D. Lake Borgne Basin Levee District (LBBLD): 

1. Adopt Ordinance No. 1 - 2014 levying and imposing millage rates and assessments 
for Tax Year 2014 on all the property subject to taxation in the Lake Borgne Basin 
Levee District. 

2. Motion to authorize the LBBLD Executive Director to execute a Cooperative 
Endeavor Agreement between the LBBLD and St. Bernard Parish Government for 
the construction of the Central Wetlands Assimilation – Riverbend Project, subject 
to approval of the CEA by LBBLD counsel.
